Normal Date; Famous “Q” variety. VERY FINE-30, 
full of EF sharpness, but with several small rim 
abrasions, and evidently cleaned ages ago, as the 
dark brown surfaces show remnants of artificial red 
color; wholly overlaid with attractive bluish irides- 
cence. 


1801 Sheldon-220 (R-3) Pointed first 1; Fraction 
1/000. FINE-12 or slightly better, the only defect 
being one vertical scratch in the hair behind ear. 
Dark brown and very clean and attractive for the 
grade. 1802 Sheldon-237 (R-2) Widest Date; Largest 
Berries. VERY GOOD-7, with the sharpness more or 
less Fine, but somewhat unevenly struck and with 
touches of rough patina; blackish-brown, the devices 
highlighted.

“Comet” variety. FINE-15, dark walnut brown with 
deep red and light tan mottlings.

1808 Sheldon-279 (R-1). Clapp 3, Not in Doughty. 
Thirteen Stars; PHL center of S. VERY FINE-20, 
however, the obverse is poorly struck up from a 
badly injured die, as almost always on this variety; 

Deep red- 
dish brown and steel patina, naturally glossy. 


The only 
variety of this year. VERY FINE-25 or thereabouts, 
with the nearly always seen soft obverse strike; 
faintly lustrous around the peripheral devices and 
legends. Mostly steel-brown patina. Attractive. 


1810 Sheldon-284 (R-3). Clapp 4, Doughty 214. T 
in LIBERTY low and left; PHL far right. VERY 
FINE-20, the reverse bolder than the obverse, with 
pleasing dark brown and glossy surfaces, somewhat 
lustrous. Scarcest variety of the 1810’s. 


1811 Sheldon-287 (R-2). Clapp 2, Doughty 216. 
Normal Date. VERY FINE-20 or so, the reverse is 
not quite as sharp as the obverse. Dark brown and 
steel color, overlaid with tints of bluish iridescence. 


1812 Sheldon-288 (R-1). Clapp 1, Doughty 217. 
Large Close Date: PHL barely past right side of S. 
Nearly EXTREMELY FINE-40, some areas of the 
wreath rather soft, elsewhere sharp, with enough 
original ‘‘cartwheel” to justify the grade. Mostly 
steel-brown, with pleasing surfaces. Offered three 
times less frequently than the other Large Date 
variety.

TERRITORIAL GOLD COINS 


Private or Territorial Gold coins form one of the 
most interesting series of coins ever issued and many 
examples in the outstanding Gainsborough collec- 
tion seldom appear. These coins were the product of 
necessity as the Federal Governments lack of facili- 
ties caused a scarcity of coinage especially in the 
West since its coinage had to come a long difficult 
way from Philadelphia. The Federal Government in 
effect granted “‘license’’ to the various “‘private” 
mints and there coins passed for face value. Many of 
the issue were melted down for obvious reasons over 
the years and are today’s super rarities.

The coins bearing the name of Augustus Humbert 
were all struck by Moffat & Co. All coins of A. 
Humbert, as well as those of the U.S. Assay offices, 
were authorized by Congress making these coins in 
effect parts of the regular series, struck officially by 
subcontractors until the San Francisco mint offi- 
cially opened in 1854. The first $50 gold coins were 
issued under authority of A. Humbert. These sel- 
dom offered ‘‘slugs” are greatly in demand.

The Oregon Territory felt the need to replace the 
inconvenient gold dust for coins and the legislature 
provided for the establishment of a mint in Oregon 
City, a short distance from Portland. The Oregon 
Exchange Co. was established by eight prominent 
merchants and the principals were W. Kilbourne, T. 
Magruder, J. Taylor, G. Abernathy, W. Wilson, W. 
Rector, J. Campbell and N. Smith. Only two 
denominations issued—the $5 and $10.
